The two groups of delegates will 
doubtless made it interesting iu this country as they argiio tlieir 
claims before their chosen forum. Officially the United States wiU, 
of course, remain neutral, but undoubtedly « inunber ot membera of 
Congress will be apprised by mail, by telegram, and by personal visit* 
'f what is going on. It is but natural that ouch side iu the Irish dis- 
pute should seek support wherevci it may be found, but it is hardly 
to be expected that either side will demand such support as an ex- 
pression of oiu" foreign policy. 

Nevertheless, the occasion auggesU viviiily what would hn o Imp- 
pened had this countiy been dragged into the league of nations, a 
situation the possibilities of which were ably depicted by Senator 
tfames "Wadsworth, Jr., of New York, in bis attiiek on tlic Wilson 
league covenant. A dicpute might have arisen in Poland, or in Italy, 
cr in a number of other countries having a large representation in 
t)ie United States ,and immediatoly the dispute would have extended 
lo the representatives in this country yand would have been carried 
ty them to Congress, or <o the Executive, ar.d ail the preessure of 
votes and the promises of campaign funds would have been brought 
to bear to secure American support of the one side or the other. Or, 
again, two countries each having a large representation here, would 
quarrel over a boundary line — Austria and Italj'. lor example — and 
again the power of the United States would be invoked to bring pres- 
^-.ire to bear on the league to (toiiide the matter in fkvor of this or 
(hat party. 

The result would have been tmceasing turmoil in our own body 
politic because the politics of Europe and the reest of the world had 
been transfused into the political veins of the United States. OfMcial 
hction would not have been hoped for, it would have been demanded, 
rnd in a member of the league we could not have evaded commitment 
on the score o fneutrallty. That is one o fthe many things we escaped 
ly refusing to join the leni^at .

Away back In the deep dark dun 
vista of the past, during the 60s, 60s 
70b. nere llyod a man la Aberdeen 
that went' by tho name of "Cardy 
Howell, who owned and operated a 
carding mill In the upper end ot town 
on the property ot Laurance Schlitz 
The boys and girls of olden days can 
recall tho many times they went to 
Mr. llowell's to liuy yarn for their 
niolherB I" knit socks and stockinBS, 
Vou wcr always met at the door by 
t'ardy aiul no iiiie was ever |jerniUled 
io Boe on the Inside of Curd's cabin 
Cardy Howell v.ua a small man witli 
sharp features and always wore a 
hroad grlmmed black slouch hat and a 
pair of bsoes about four times too 
large and turned up at the toes like 
sled runnera, he bad piercing gray 
eyes with shaggy eyebrowa and he 
would pass you coming and going 
without any algn ot recognition. 

In the month ot BfarBb, 1878. Ur. 
Howell waa missed by the neighbors 
and Laurence Scblltx, Sr., went to his 
cabin and on finding it looked be sus- 
pected thta something had happened 
to Cnrdy, he come down In town and 
told Mayor T. F. Mill, tliey went to 
thcrabin and broke open the door, and 
found the dead body ot Mr. Howell 
who had died alone, without relative 
or friend to look after him In his last 
hour. Dr. Guthrie pronounced him as 
being dead several days when found. 

In looking over the few thinga that 
Mr. Howell had in his cabin, there was 
found tSlOO in aovemment bonds, 
that the coupons bad never been clip- 
ped from. The bonda were found tied 
up In a bundle of raga la the cabin. In 
a abort time after bis death, Daniel 
Howell. bU brother, came to Aberdeen 
and the bond swer given to him, Dan- 
lei cleared up the mystery of his 
brother. In his younger days bo left 
his native country, Wales, on account 
of a love affair, the first and only girl 
ho ever loved turned him down, and 
fro mthat day until his death ho was 
a woman hater. To the credit of him. 
It must be said that he was a man of 
Qod. He went to church on Sunday 
nlgbta and always took a back sent 
and he never failed to contributed 
money to the church.
